Examiner Belyavskyi is thanked for a productive interview with the Applicants' 
representatives Jim Diehl (in person), James Keddie (by telephone) and Carol Francis (by 
telephone) on January 17, 2008. All rejections were discussed. No agreement was reached. 

This rejection is based in a theory of inherency in that the Examiner believes that 
Wabl's IgE-contacted mast cells would inherently contain an activated Fey receptor. 
However, the Examiner provided no evidence to support this theory, either in the Office 
Action or during the interview. 

If this rejection is to be maintained, the Applicants request that the Examiner provide 
evidence to show that Wabl's IgE-contacted mast cells inherently contain an activated Fey 
receptor. Otherwise, this rejection should be withdrawn.
